The Second Samaritan Revival? 
Samaritans put the whole Christian church under 


heavy debt many centuries ago. . Has the time come 
for. Christians to repay that debt? Without the 
Samaritan woman at Jacob’s well, and her prompt re- 
ceiving and sharing of the Water of Life, not only 
her own people of that day but Christians from that 
day to this would have been the poorer. God has 
miraculously preserved a tiny remnant of the Samar- 
itans, there in that very spot in and about Sychar and 
.Jacob’s well, where they live to-day. There are less 
than two hundred of them; but they have been singu- 
larly true to their mixed Jewish and Samaritan tra- 
ditions and religion, observing the passover on Mount 
Gerizim, and looking for the Messiah whom their 
slain passover lamb typifies. A result of recent 
World’s Sunday-school Conventions has been the 
forming of a Samaritan Committee, as explained in 
“The Lesson Pilot,” on page 46 in this issue. This 
Committee has already accomplished notable things 
for the temporal interests and education of the 
Samaritans. Can any one dare to forecast what 
might be the result if the Christians of to-day 
now. repay their nineteen centuries’ debt to the 
Samaritans, by giving them again the Good News 





that Jesus gave the woman by the well,—that their 
Méssiah has come? What might this mean for our 
Lord’s own Land? What might it mean for the 
evangelizing of the Jews in the Holy Land and 
throughout the world? The supernatural: possibili- 
ties are thrilling to contemplate. Let us pray for 
God’s guidance of the Samaritan Committee, and for 
His evangelizing of the Samaritans before their Mes- 
siah and ours comes again.

Thinking Straight 


Man’s thoughts are never safe until they are im- 
prisoned. Nor afe they fruitful. A “free-thinker” 
is a most dangerous man, to himself and to others. 
And “free” thoughts are always unfruitful. A little 
pamphlet in which is gathered together a number of 
admirable Scripture verses on salvation and Christian 
living has this verse, under the heading “The Ruler 
of the Soul”: “Casting down imaginations, and 
every high thing that exalteth itself against the 
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knowledge of God, and bringing into activity every 
thought to the obedience of Christ” (2 Cor. 10:5). 
The compositor who set the type for the pamphlet 
probably did not give that verse so with the inten- 
tion of improving the Bible. But “bringing into 
activity every thought” doubtless appeared to him, as 
to men generally, to be a very commendable thing. 
Yet that is not what the Word of God says. The 
verse reads: “Bringing into captivity every thought 
to the obedience of Christ.” Sinful man cannot think 
straight on any subject connected with life wken his 
thoughts are free to follow their own bent. And 
thoughts that are not brought into captivity to Christ 
bring only restlessness, for God’s plan is that “the 
peace of God, which passeth all understanding, shall 
guard your hearts and your thoughts in Christ 
Jesus” (Phil. 4:7). Only Christ-captured thoughts 
are freed for fruitful activity. 
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Better Than Beginnings 


When the starting-point is regarded as a goal, 
one does not go far. fine beginning becomes a 
stumbling-block if we are satisfied with it. Begin- 
nings are made for progress, not for pride. That is 
a stirring challenge in: Hebrews, “Leaving the doc- 
trine of the first principles of Christ, let us press on 
unto perfection.” The more splendid a beginning, 
the more shame if we stop there. When one African 
tribe conquers another, we do not expect a great nation 
to spring from the event: but if a great nation had 
not sprung from the coming of the Pilgrim Fathers 
to Plymouth, we should have felt a strange flaw in 
history. Our entrance into the Christian life means 
far more to us than the landing of the Pilgrims meant 
to the world. Our conversion was an entrance into 
glories, and powers, and joys unspeakable. But is 
our Christian life to remain only an entrance? Shall 
we stand forever on the threshold of the palace? 
Or shall we go on at once to the very throne of the 
King, and abiding there in the heavenlies learn more 
of Him with every passing hour?

Is Your House Wired? 


things are not religious necessities. Godly 

lives have been lived with nothing prouder than 
oil, gas, or a humble tallow-dip. But is your house 
wired with the truths of sacred Scripture, so that 
he who makes light shine out of darkness may make 
luminous revelations out of them in some crisis of 
confusion or hour of need? 

An- electric bulb may serve as an illustration. It 
shows what material homes may become for comfort 
and convenience when once the necessary wires have 
been laid. An electric bulb is, in and of itself, insig- 
nificant enough, with its husk of glass and its heart 
of frail, inert matter. What can it do? What pur- 
pose can it serve? But once attach it by the proper 
connection to a distant. building where electricity is 
generated; turn the switch; and how different that 
bulb becomes, and the room where it is placed! 

There is a view of the Bible which we very much 
need to-day, namely, that the truths of the Bible are 
wires,-laid away in the soul by reading and medita- 
tion, which God turns into luminous realities and 
throbbing instruments of communication in moments 
when we need some direct- word from him. 

This is not theory but experience. A missionary 
living an apostolic life of faith in China was facing 
famine with her native converts. Rain had long been 
withheld... The earth was caked and cracked under 
the relentless sun. The harvest would be lost if the 
drought continued. Teacher and disciples prayed, 
seemingly without avail, till, looking at her Bible, 
she saw these words glowing as with fire before her 
eyes: “I will pour water upon him that is thirsty, 
and floods upon the dry ground.” She returned to 
her: converts, telling them that she had her answer 
and the thing was done. Even then the clouds be- 
gan to gather, and, when still further conditions had 
been fulfilled, the rain fell in torrents for days, saving 


Nev FOR electric light or telephone. Such 
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the harvest and with it the lives of a province. What 
had happened? God had turned on a switch. God 
had sent his Spirit and illuminated that verse to her 
mind, so that what before seemed dead became a 
speaking word, a glowing instrument of communica- 
tion of his mind and purpose to his servant who 
prayed. 

A discouraged Christian, overwhelmed with the 
burden and confusion of a work for which he felt 
himself unfitted, went aside one morning with his 
Bible among the trees. He seemed out of his sphere, 
and no door or window of escape was open. Haunt- 
ing apprehensions fastened their fangs upon him; he 
was in deep distress. But as his eyes fell on the 
Twelfth Psalm he saw the words: “Because of the 
spoiling of the poor, because of the sighing of the 
needy, now will I arise, saith Jehovah: J will set him 
in the safety he panteth for.” If God had opened 
the heavens and addressed him in audible tones, the 
effect would not have been more sudden and trans- 
forming. Fear vanished, for he realized that God 
had undertaken for him. Safety was promised, the 
very safety he panted for, and he would be set in it. 
God had charged that verse with brilliance, and made 
it a palpitating channel of communication; and he 
went back to his work with the knowledge that God 
had a place of safety for him and would conduct 
him to it at the appointed-time. 

In one of our vast modern buildings, with a dozen 
elevators speeding up and down, people sometimes 
wander about in confusion, wondering which eleva- 
tor will stop for them; when suddenly a red disc or 
bulb glows in .answer to a message through the 
pressed button, telling them that that elevator is com- 
ing for them and will take them whither they wish 
to go. So, when our spirits are wired with God’s 
Word, God on occasion makes this truth or that glow 
according to our necessity, showing that he is com- 
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ing to deliver us, and will carry us whither we ought 
to go in fulfilment of his plan. 

We may not of course say that God can communi- 
cate with men in no other way than through a verse 
of Scripture laid away in the mind, for the Scrip- 
tures themselves record a_ revelation preceding 
Scripture. It is well, however, to ponder the saying © 
of the Psalmist, “Thou hast magnifjed thy Word 
above all thy name.” When one sees how some are 
guided and used whose minds are well furnished with 
the truth of the Word, and how little experience of 
guidance and usefulness others enjoy whose minds 
are ill furnisheds one feels in the near presence of 
a law. And why should we expect God to begin 
all over again and furnish new revelations when he 
has already by past revelations put well within our 
reach, in the Bible, the means by which his truth and 
will can be made known? The “wires” are here. If 
we do not install them, what right have we to ex- 
pect him to sanction our negligence by saving .us 
from its sorrowful effects? 

A servant of God was describing not long since 
the path by which she had been brought into the life 
of faith that has made her a beacon-light to many 
both in this country and in mission lands. Referring 
to that prior time when, though consecrated to God 
and at work for him in a foreign land, this fulness 
of faith had not yet come to her, she uttered this 
pregnant remark: “Of course, I knew the promises 
of God.” She knew the promises of God! That was 
it. Her spirit.was “wired” and the lines of commu- 
nication laid along which God could later, when she 
had passed through the needed discipline and the 
time was ripe, make known to her those secrets of 
his nature and action which were destined to make 
her the mighty spirit of faith which she has become. 

This is what dawned on a number of men influ- 
ential in our American Christianity who went apart 
by themselves for a time to ponder and pray about 
a recognized lack of spiritual power. As in God’s 
presence they humbled themselves, asking the cause 
of this lack, one cause came to stand out before 
their minds more prominently than all the rest. They 
saw that their lives were not wired with God’s Word 
as they might be, so that he could not flash his light 
and help into them at times vital and critical. Out 
of touch with his truth, they were out of touch with 
him; and “without him” they could “do nothing.” 

All Christians know that God moves intelligent 
beings not through force but through truth. He 
directs through truth. He comforts through truth. 
He strengthens through truth. His admonitions, his 
promises, are the rungs of the ladder on which the 
soul mounts. We believe by means of the truth, for 
the truth gives us that which we may believe on. We 
grow by means of the truth. These things are clear. 
One thing remains to be seen, namely, the need of 
the right truth at the critical time. Will the right 
truth be in my mind when, next week, some tremen~ 
dous temptation levels its power against me? Will 
the right truth be mine when, this very week, some

A Topical Bible-Study Help 


Will you kindly tell me where I can secure a Topical 
Bible or Scriptural Manual? I want to get the most 
complete thing of its kind without regard to cost. I 
have seen copies of Nave’s Topical Bible, but, while 
this is good, I would like, if possible, to get a book 
that prints the verses in full and not merely the first 
few words. I have an old Scriptural manual that is on 
this order but is not very comprehensive.—A Florida 
Business Man. 


Probably the book that most nearly meets the re- 
quirements of this thorough Bible student is “The 
Analytical Reference Bible.” Of the size of an ordi- 
nary family Bible, this remarkable volume contains 
first the Bible with marginal references; then a com- 
plete analysis of the Bible, or the whole of the Bible 
reprinted, arranged according to subjects, every verse 
being distributed according ‘to its meaning, and 
arranged with all other verses bearing on the same 
subject, under an appropriate heading. The analysis 
consists of twenty-seven “books,” covering such gen- 
eral subjects as Scripture, Miracles, Fallen Man, Man 
Redeemed, Civil and Social Life, Eschatology (The 
Last Things). The books in turn are divided into 
chapters and paragraphs; there is an index of sub- 
jects, and also cross references for the verses that 
belong under more than one heading. Opposite every 
verse in the Bible in the first part of the volume is 
given the number of the page in the analysis on which 
that verse is found, grouped with the others on this 
same subject. In addition to this main feature the 
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Analyt’cai Reference Bible contains a brief Bible en- 
cyclopedia, several excellent maps, and a_ revised 
Cruden’s Concordance. The book is published by 
Henry F. Giere, 373. Fourth Avenue, New York City, 
and is sold by subscription only at prices from 
$6.75 up. 

In the article by Dr. Kyle on the facing page, 
“Making Bible Helps Really Help,” valuable topical 
Bibles not so comprehensive in their scope are noted, 
together with other Bible study tools that will con- 
tribute greatly to the most important form of Bible 
study,—the direct, original study of the Bible itself.

Was Paul Ever Discouraged ? 


In the lesson for November 19, “From Melita to 
Rome,” there were a number in my class (57 present) 
who took “the ordinary view” of Acts 28: 15 on Paul’s 
“thanked God, and took courage.” They were sure 
that Paul must often have been discouraged. I asked 
them “When, for instance?” “Why,” they said, “when he 
met with so much opposition at various times,” etc. 
I challenged them to point out a single instance where 
it was even intimated that Paul was ever discouraged. 
Had them find Second Corinthians 2: 14, Philippians 
4:4, Second Corinthians 4: 8, 9, and other passages. 
We had a very interesting and helpful discussion of 
the subject. Of course a Spirit-filled life is the best dem- 
onstration of Romans 8: 37 (“‘Nay, in all these things 
we are more than conquerors through him that loved 
us’). I am writing particularly to ask you if there is 
any small booklet on the subject; that is, the privilege 
of living without discouragement. Something either on 
Philippians 4:4 (“Rejoice always”) or relative 
texts.—A Minnesota Business Man. 4 


If the Apostle Paul was anxious or discouraged 
from time to time, then any of us can scarcely hope 
io live a life always free from anxiety or discour- 
agement. For Paul was not only a chosen vessel of 
God to unfold the mysteries and teachings of the 
Christian faith, but his own life was a. demonstra- 
tion of how the Christian faith should work out. He 
is saying to Christians to-day as he said to the Philip- 
pians, “The things which ye both learned and re- 
ceived and heard and saw in me, these things do” 
(Phil. 4:9). In Second Corinthians 2:14, Paul gives 
thanks to God who always leads him in triumph in 
Christ, and makes manifest through him the savor 
of His knowledge in every place. He urged the 
Philippians to “rejoice in the Lord always: again I 
will say, Rejoice” (Phil. 4:4), 

e are in danger instinctively of reading into 
Paul’s words a meaning drawn from our own Chris- 
tian experience. Thus, many ssincere and eatnest 
Christians who know nothing of complete freedom 
from anxiety in their own lives: are sure that : Paul 
suffered discouragement, ahd worried occasionally, 
just as they do. It was pointed out in the Lesson 
Pilot for the lesson of November 19, in comment on 
the statement that Paul thankéd God and took cour- 
age when the brethren met him in Rome, that “A 
man who is rejoicing in the sufficiency of Jesus 
Christ, with joy unquenched and unquenchable filling 
and overflowing his life, can nevertheless ‘take cour- 
age’ from a new blessing coming out of that Suff- 
ciency. The really trusting Christian over and over 
again takes courage without having previously lost it.” 

As absolute as any command in the Word of God 
are the four words in Philippians 4:6: “In noth- 
ing be anxious,” And the command carries with it 
the enabling power to keep it. If we are anxious in 
anything, it means that we are living below our 
privileges in Christ. But, it is objected, is it not 
said that Paul himself had anxiety in his life? “Be- 
sides those things. that are without, there is that 
which presseth upon me daily, anxiety for all the 
churches” (2 Cor. 11:28). Some, who believe the 
word in Philippians 4:6, have sought to avoid thit 
difficulty by saying that Paul himself in this matter 
was living below the privileges of a Christian by hav- 
ing sinful anxiety. But Paul was speaking by in- 
spiration of God, and it is not to be thought that he 
could speak with approval of a sinful thing in his 
own life, without any suggestion that it was sinful. 
Others suggest that Paul knew what to do with his 
anxiety, and that he followed the injunction of First 
Peter 5:7: “Casting all your anxiety upon him, be- 
cause he careth for you.” 

But further than this, the “anxiety for all the 
churches” which Paul had was not the kind of sinful 
anxiety that is spoken of in Philippians 4: 6, although 
exactly the same word is used. In the Greek, as in 
the English, the same word may have different appli- 
cations. It is this same word for “anxiety” or 
“care” that is used when Paul says of the body, “the 
members should have the same care one for another” 
(1 Cor. 12:25), and when he says, “For I have no 
man likeminded, who will care truly for your state” 
(Phil. 2:20). Again, “He that is unmarried is care- 
ful for the things of the Lord, how he may please 
the Lord” (1 Cor. 7:32); and we may be very sure 


that anxiety about the things of the Lord is not go- 
ing to please Him. 

Paul did say that he was “pressed on every side, 
yet not straitened; perplexed, yet not unto despair; 
pursued, yet not forsaken; smitten down, yet not 
In all these experiences 


destroyed” (2 Cor. 4:8, 9). 
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there was no trace of the sinful discouragement that 
is so common among Christians to-day. It is not to 
be thought that Christians will always have the same 
degree of feeling in their joy in Christ, for emotions 
will constantly vary. And we may be “put to grief 
in manifold trials,” or as the old version puts it, “in 
heaviness through manifold temptations” (1 Pet. 
1:6). But such heaviness can be distinguished from 
the anxiety or worry that comes through lack of 
faith and is therefore sin, for “whatsoever is not of 
faith is sin.” All these oppressions*and afflictions con- 
stitute tremendous temptations toward discourage- 
ment, and from temptation we are never promised 
freedom. But we are promised freedom from fall- 
ing before the temptation. And out of the very 
temptations to anxiety will come glad blessing; after 
the command “In nothing be anxious,” and the in- 
structions to lay before the Lord with thanksgiving 
everything that might bring anxiety, the result is: 
“the peace of God, which passeth all understanding, 
shall guard your hearts and your thoughts in Christ 
Jesus” (Phil. 4:7). Temptations are never intended 
by God to result in sin, but are intended to be a trial 
of faith, “that the proof of your faith, being more 
precious than gold that perisheth though it is proved 
by fire, may be found unto, praise and glory and honor 
at the revelation of Jesys Christ” (1 Pet. 1:7). 
When -Paul said he was “pressed on every side,” he 
used the word meaning “tribulation,” and we are 
enjoined to “rejoice in our tribulations: knowing that 
tribulation worketh stedfastness; and stedfastness, 
approvedness; and approvedness, hope; and hope 
putteth not to shame” (Rom. 5: 3-5). 

We are not exempt from suffering, for we are to 
fellowship in the sufferings of Christ, but when we 
are trusting him to be our Life then we can live 
always free from anxious care or worry or discour- 
agement, as he did of whom it was said, “He will 
not fail nor be discouraged” (Isa. 42: 4).

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Making Bible Helps Really Help 


WHAT SORT OF HELPS SHOULD EVERY STUDENT HAVE? 


By Professor Melvin Grove Kyle, D.D., LL.D. 








There is only one absolutely indispensable help, in the way of books, for Bible students, 


Dr. Kyle points out. 


But most students do not make all the use of it they might. 


And 


to use too many helps only hinders. Out of his long experience as a Bible student and a 
teacher of teachers, Dr. Kyle tells how to use the few essential helps that will add to the 
effectiveness of the one indispensable help. 


Irish bull, “something to say before we begin.” 

I recently heard a New Testament expert, Pro- 
fessor Webster, of Xenia Theological Seminary, say 
with rather caustic facetiousness, “The commentators 
copy mistakes from each other for a long time until, 
at last, somebody reads the Bible and finds out the 
mistake.” As the ultimate source of most infor- 
mation in commentaries is the Bible itself, so the 
ultimate source of the information contained in con- 
cordances, indexes of subjects, and analyses of the 
Bible, and much of that in Biblical chronologies and 
Bible dictionaries is also the Bible itself; from this 
ultimate source those who made these helps drew 
their information. These helps, when they do help, 
are thus chiefly time-savers. 
- As there is something to say before we begin the 
discussion of Bible Helps, so there is something to 
do before we begin the use of them: that is, to see if 
one. may not get the information desired more 
quickly from the Bible itself. Search carefully the 
passage itself, then the context, and then examine 
the references given in a general reference Bible. 
Cross-reference Bibles are very attractive and’ some- 
times, and for some purposes, very helpful, especi- 
ally if one is interested in the special subjects which 
the author has in mind and desires to emphasize. 

So the first of all Bible helps is the Bible itself. 
But suppose one does not know where a desired 
passage of Scripture is to be found? then, of course, 
a concordance? No, not of course. The best con- 
cordance is memory. It ought first to be used. It 
is a vicious mental habit that rushes to the concord- 
ance immediately to. find every passage wanted be- 
fore ransacking, the memory. I have often found 
that a quiet’ search of memory for one-fourth the 
time that it would take .to search the columns of a 
concordance has enabled me to find the passage 
wanted myself, and that to the constant strengthen- 
ing of memory, whereas the use of the concordance 
would have weakened the memory in all such cases. 
But when memory fails us, we have exhausted all 
our own resources and are ready for other Bible 
Helps. 


Concordances.—I have never found a small con- 
cordance that was worth much. Such seem always 
to be made on the principle that a concordance 
should give the use of the most important words, 
whereas it is, in fact, the uncommon and often un- 
important words that we search for in a concordance, 
Three times out of four we do not find the uncom- 
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mon words in the small concordance. The “com- 
plete” concordance is the only one worth using. 
The simplest concordance, also, is the best. The 


concordance that proposes to give us many things 
beguiles us—and so leads us into error. The one 
thing for which we look at a calendar is to find a 
date. So the one most important use of a concord- 
ance is to tell us, in the least possible time, where a 
passage is to be found in the Bible, and let us get 
back to that original source of Biblical information. 
Two volumes that meet the test of simple, complete 
concordances are the classic “Cruden’s Complete 
Concordance,” and the more recent “Walker’s Com- 
prehensive Concordance.” 

For concordances on a more elaborate plan, and 
giving the meanings of the Greek and Hebrew words 
of the original languages, the two standard works 
are “Strong’s Exhaustive Concordance” and “Young’s 
Analytical Concordance.” The -two are constructed 
on a different plan. Strong’s has first an English 
concordance, which is probably the most complete 
that is published, and merits the name exhaustive; 
opposite each reference in this concordance is a 
number which refers to the Hebrew and Chaldee 
dictionary and to the Greek dictionary at the end of 
the volume, so that the English reader may know 
just what word is used in the original in each case. 
Young’s gives the English words in alphabetical 
order; under each word is the Hebrew or Greek 
original, with its translation and the passages in 
which the word occurs. This arrangement is ex- 
ceedingly valuable for a comparison of texts in 
which the same original word is used, but the refer- 
ences are not exhaustive and cannot be used with 
—— as giving all the occurrences of a certain 
word. 


For. students who know the original languages I 





should recommend the Hebrew and Greek concord- 
ances, The Handy Hebrew Concordance, English- 
man’s Hebrew and Chaldee Concordance, and Hud- 
son’s Greek Concordance of the New Testament. 


Index of Subjects and Texts.—The index of sub- 
jects varies from the small ones usually found bound 
up with Teacher’s Bibles to those larger and larger 
until they become, at last, more or less complete 
analyses of the Bible. The large ones sometimes em- 
barrass one with riches. The small index of sub- 
jects is, however, exceedingly useful in that it fur- 
nishes a list of Scripture passages upon the most 
important subjects for the ordinary Bible student, 
and completes the list of passages which the more 
expert Bible student may have already in mind. The 
index of subjects found in the Teacher’s Bibles, the 
Oxford, and Holman, is the best for ordinary use. 
For larger works, giving a classification of Scrip- 
ture texts under subject heads, and quoting many of 
the verses in full, there are two very valuable books: 
Inglis’ “Bible Text Cyclopedia” and Nave’s “Topical 
Bible”; the first is a small volume, with small type, 
the latter a larger volume, with much larger type. 


The Bible Atlas.—The much neglected Bible atlas 
is one of the most important Bible helps. The 
greatest present need of Bible students, generally, is 
the knowledge of geography and topography, general 
geography as well as geography of Bible lands, and 
the topography of Palestine. A few moments’ refer- 
ence to an atlas, that one may get the author’s point 
of view by standing at his viewpoint geographically 
and topographically, will often make his message 
clearer to us than hours of reading on a subject. 
The most convenient, and altogether most satisfac- 
tory, handy Bible atlas, which can be kept on the 
desk, carried in the traveling bag, or even in the 
pocket, is MacCoun’s Bible Atlas. The most thor- 
oughly scientific and complete Bible atlas is the one 
recently published under the general editorship of 
Professor George Adam Smith, reviewed on page 55 
of this issue. The series of maps published in the 
Qxford and Holman’s Teacher’s Bibles, mentioned 
above, will serve the purpose of most Bible students. 
In every case, there should be added to the atlas 
used one of the photographic copies of the raised 
map published by the Palestine Exploration Society. 
In use, this map should always be laid flat on a table 
to the points of the compass. 


Bible Dictionaries and Encyclopedias.~The Bible 
dictionary or encyclopedia makes available for every 
Bible student all the results of Biblical research. 
Every name, every historical, geographical, and 
mythological reference or figure of speech, should 
be carefully studied with the use of the dictionary. 
Only then is one ready for correct interpretation. 
Every serious Bible student should have and use two 
Bible dictionaries or encyclopedias, a small one for 
constant, handy reference, and a large one for more 
extended, technical study of special subjects. The 
small dictionary should be in one volume of con- 
venient size so as to lie on the table alongside of 
the Bible. There are several such easily available 
to-day. The most convenient in size and form of 
binding, unsurpassed also in the matter it contains, 
is The People’s Bible Encyclopedia, published by 
The Howard-Severance Company. A later work that 
is equally reliable, not so convenient in size of volume, 
but at a much lower price, is the Davis Bible Dic- 
tionary, considered by many the best of recent one- 
volume dictionaries. Smith’s classic “Dictionary of 
the Bible,” published nearly fifty years ago, is still 
valuable for matters not affected by recent research, 
and several inexpensive single-volume editions are 
available, including one recently revised by Dr. 
F. N, Peloubet. 

Two other of the older one-volume dictionaries 
deserve mention: “A New and Concise Bible Dic- 
tionary,” published hy Morrish in England, but avail- 
able in America; and Fausset’s well-known Bible 
Cyclopedia. These are larger than the other one- 
volume works mentioned, are ultra-conservative, and 
give fuller attention to doctrine and certain other 
matters. 

Of the larger dictionaries and encyclopedias the 
latest, the best, the cheapest, and yet the best ex- 
ample of the printer’s art, is “The International 
Standard Bible Encyclopedia.” The Editor-in-Chief 
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is Dr. James Orr, and the five-volume work is pub- 
lished by The Howard-Severance Company, Chicago. 
The prime requisites of a Bible Dictionary, ease of 
reference, readableness ‘of matter, completeness in the 
statement of facts, and fairness in discussion, emi- 
nently characterize this work. 

It was not until the publishing of the Intefna- 
tional Standard that conservative scholarship was 
represented by a modern Bible encyclopedia on a 
large scale. The “advanced” views on Biblical sub- 
jects are found in Hastings’ Bible Dictionary, and 
the still more radical views of destructive criticism 
in Encyclopedia Biblica, edited by Dr. Cheyne. 

The intelligent use of a Bible Dictionary is only 
secand in importance to its character. The exceed- 
ingly fine analytical index to the International 
Standard Bible Encyclopedia makes its use as easy. 
as it is possible for the use of an encyclopedia to be. 


Chronology.—Every work on Biblical chronology 
must be used with the distinct understanding that it 
is of modern make. Biblical history does not, like 
modern history, contain within itself a chronology 
such as they contain, but only some chronological 
notes from the ancient viewpoint of a world practi- 
cally without clocks or calendars, until we come to 
New Testament times, and not even then among the 
common people. Modern chronologies of the Bible 
are to be used for whatever helpfulness they give, 
always remembering that we are not to correct the 
Bible by these: constructed, chronologies, but correct 
the chronologies by the Bible. The best for com- 
mon use is Beecher’s “Dated Events of the Old 
Testament.” Then. Anstey’s larger and more de- 
tailed work should be noted, “The Romance of Bible 
Chronology”; and Auchincloss’ “Chronology of the 
Holy Bible.” The whole subject of Biblical chron- 
ology was discussed in the Archeological Department 
of The Sunday School Times. 

Somebody will be saying that I have not answered 
the question raised in the title of this article, how 
to make Bible helps help. Most bad Bible study helps 
do little harm, and very often good ones do little 
good, because not used by those who own them. 

Bible study helps help when we use them.

Bricks and Iron and Bible Institutes 
The stories that two students told me

A brick-kiln, an iron foundry, and a carpenter-shop, 
were among his training schools to prepare him for his 
parish of 57,000 souls. A second Bible Institute gradu- 
ate was a soap salesman,—a Mexican who worked in 
Cuba, and a United States soldier -was God’s first link 
in the young salesman’s miracle work for his country- 
men in Mexico. 4 


when a physician told me that three times in three 

different cities, and at intervals of about a year, 
some one put into his pocket without his knowledge 
a little blue card containing the words, “Have you a 
home in heaven, where the angels are, and where 
your mother is?” etc. 

The first two cards set him thinking, but the third 
came at a time when he had just lost his mother, and 
it led him to Christ. Not one of the three people 
knew that he was supplementing another’s work, and 
yet each was. None of the three ever knew that any 
good came from the card. which he dropped into the 
stranger’s pocket, but the stranger knew and 
God knew, and that was enough. We shall never 
know all the good that comes from this kind of silent 
preaching, .but we know enough to make it almost 
criminal for us to neglect it. 

The other day one of our former Bible Institute 
students who had just returned from China came in 
to see me. He told me that he began preaching in 
Honon, China, in a small, dark, filthy room, seating 
about 60. Now he has a modern church seating 800. 
It is built with a sloping floor and the pulpit in the 
corner, He himself not only developed the work, 
but erected the church building, drawing -the plans, 
superintending the construction,*and even teaching 
the natives how to make the bricks. Besides this, he 
has built a college accommodating 120 boys, and a 
hospital with 80 beds, and a dispensary. In addition 
to his own church work he has five preaching stations 
outside of the city. All this he has accomplished in 
seven years. And his mission is the only one in a 
city of 57,000, except a Roman Catholic church. 

When I asked him how he had learned to do these 
things, he told me that he had supported himself 
from boyhood, and while he was getting his education 
he worked one summer in a brick-kiln, another sum- 
mer in an iron foundry, and two summers with a 
carpenter. In this way he had gained a little knowl- 
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edge of these various trades, and now when he was’ 


in a place where other people knew nothing about 
building, he was pretty nearly an expert. God was 
training him for the foreign field even when he was 
a boy and had no thought of*spending his life there. 
All the education he ever received was in a State 
normal school and the Bible Institute. 

Another former student came in a couple of days 
later. He was born in Mexico City and was reared 
in the Romish Church. He was selling soap for a 
New York firm in Cuba, when he was led to Christ 
by a United States soldier. His conversion awak- 
ened a desire to help his countrymen. He returned 
to New York, resigned his- position, worked his way 
through college, and then came to us for Bible study. 
After leaving us he went to McCormick Theological 
Seminary, and has just finished his first year there. 
Since the term closed in May at McCormick, he has 
in two months’ time visited forty colleges in the 
South under the auspices of the Y. M. C. A. He has 
spoken in all the college chapels, inviting the stu- 
dents to attend the College Students’ Conference at 
Blue Ridge, N. C. 

At that conference there were over five hundred 
delegates from the various colleges. He himself pre- 
sided at all the sessions, and at the close of an address 
in which he made an appeal for Latin America, sixty- 
one students pledged themselves to devote their lives 
to work in Mexico and South America after finishing 
their college course. He himself plans to go back to 
Mexico as soon as he completes his studies. I would 
rather have a hundred such men to preach the Gospel 
in Mexico than a hundred thousand soldiers to fight, 
although we may need some fighting too. 

These incidents show how far back God’s plans 
begin, and how many people he uses in preparing 
his children for service. The carpenter, the foundry- 
man, and the brickmaker, as well as the various 
teachers, each had a part in training the missionary 
for his future work. The Christian soldier led the 
salesman into the light. Thus it is that God’s peo- 
ple supplement one another’s work, and each in his 
own sphere helps to carry out God’s great purposes. 

Would you not like to co-operate with the Bible 
Institutes in training thousands of such young men 
and women to become soul-winners? God selects 
and sends them, we train them, you pray for them, 
and multitudes of sad and sinful souls profit by their 
labors. 

And some day, in that land where dollars dwindle 
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to dust in a second and souls shine as the stars, we 
all may be privileged to meet together and compare 
experiences, and each can tell his humble part in ful- 
filling God’s great plans. Won't it be interesting?

A superintendent’s six-year campaign to get Bibles into ~ 
Sunday-school and crowd out all substitutes

to have found half a dozen Bibles among the 

350 pupils in attendance at our Sunday-sc‘10ol. 
Last Lord’s Day we had twenty classes where every 
pupil had a Bible, and in the whole school about 95 
percent had their own Bibles, brought from their 
homes.! 

For several years it had been the strong desire of 
the superintendent to get Bibles into Sunday-school 
instead of Lesson Leaves or Quarterlies. ‘When 
pressed into the office six years ago, he decided that 
the school should never see him read the lesson from 
a lesson help, as many superintendents do, but that 
he himself would set the example of using a Bible, 
and that alone, in Sunday-school. ‘Though a believer 
in lesson helps, and acknowledging his personal in- 
debtedness to several he subscribes for, yet this su- 
perintendent has long been of the opinion_that the 
proper place for the lesson help is in the home, and 
should never be taken to school by officer, teacher, or 
pupil. 

But how to bring this about in the school was the 
problem. Shortly after being called to the office, the 
superintendent tried the plan of offering a neat 
Bible of good print to each pupil who would learn 
the books of the Bible in such a way as to be able 
to locate them in their groups, and turn to any given 
one readily. In three months forty-five Bibles were 
presented to as many pupils, and for a short time 
the boys and girls, proud of their new Bibles, brought 
them along to school; but after a few months nearly 
al! of these Bibles stayed at home, for what induce- 
ment was there to bring them when such convenient 
leaves or quarterlies were presented each Sunday 
te read the lesson from? 

The ‘superintendent had noticed that many of the 
teachers themselves did not bring a Bible, so he 
directed his attention to them, thinking that if the 
teacher’s Jesson help could be got out of school and 
the teacher’s Bible got into each class, the power of 
example might bring in the pupil’s Bible too. And 
so for several years the home as the proper place 
for the lesson help was tactfully urged upon the 
teachers, again and again, without visible results. 

Two years ago, at the annual banquet of officers and 
teachers, an address was given by the pastor of an- 
other church, and in his remarks he touched upon 
this subject, making a statement something like this: 
“The Westminster Teacher or other lesson help has 
no place in Sunday-school, unless it be for the 
teacher to sit upon.” Now the writer thought this 
address would settle the matter and exile the teacher’s 
lesson help to the home, but strange to say the fol- 
lowing Sunday about half the teachers had their les- 
son crutch with them as usual. 

few months later the superintendent tried an- 
other plan. Our school gives out monthly to each 
teacher a copy of The Westminster Teacher, and 
one month he had printed on the outside of the cover 
in large type, “This is for home study, please do not 
bring it to school,” and on the bottom of the same 
page the quotation: “The Westminster Teacher or 
other lesson help has no place in Sunday-school, un- 
jess it be for the-teacher to sit upon.” But this did 
not succeed in substituting the Bible for the lesson 
help, even in the hands of the teachers. 


Ate tae ago I think it would have been difficult 


_1This article was written several years ago, and is pub- 
lished unchanged. All its suggestions are decidedly timely 
and up-to-date. 
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Our school used to have pupils’ quarterlies, but as 
the teachers complained that they were rarely seen 
after the first Sunday in the quarter, the pupils’ 
quarterly was banished and a lesson leaf given gut 
each Sunday instead. These leaves had the lesson 
text for the Sunday when ‘given out, and notes and 
helps for the following lesson. But last December 
it was decided at a teachers’ meeting to throw out 
the leaves altogether. A few of the teachers prophe- 
sied disaster, but most of them were glad to say 
good-bye to the lesson leaves, for the boys had used 
mostly for paper wads to fire slyly at another 
class. 

So on the last Sunday of the year it was an- 
nounced that on the following Sunday we would read 
the lesson from the Bible, and that in order to.take 
part pupils must bring their Bibles. On the follow- 
ing Sunday we commenced the plan with about 
twenty Bibles. Each Sunday the bringing of Bibles 
was emphasized from the platform, and slowly the 
Bibles began to come -in, the superintendent recog- 
nizing many of the Bibles he had presented several 
years before. 

After a few weeks it was announced “from the 
platform that each Sunday a list of the classes con- 
taining 100 percent of Bibles would be read before the 
schooL It. was explained that in order for a class to 
be considered perfect in Bibles of course the 
teacher must have one too. And now the Bibles be- 
gan coming to school in ever-increasing numbers, for 
the pupils took a hand themselves, and what the 
superintendent failed to accomplish in five years the 
pupils accomplished in a few months; for now 


‘when the pupils brought their Bibles, the teachers 


must also bring theirs. 

One Sunday a bright boy remarked, “We would 
have had a perfect class to-day, but teacher forgot 
her Bible.” Needless to say, the teacher never for- 
got her Bible after that Sunday. ~ 

Near the close of the lesson study one day a boy 
of eleven years called to the superintendent as he 
was passing, saying, “We would have had a perfect 
class to-day, but this kid has forgotten his Bible. 
Say, kid, be sure and bring your Bible next Sunday.” 
And sure enough the following Sunday the Bible was 
there, for a request of that kind had more weight 
than a request from the platform. That class of ten 
bright boys, during a period of three months only 
failed twice in having a perfect record, both in at- 
tendance and Bibles. The pupils now began to watch 
each one coming into the class to see if accompanied 
by a Bible, and new scholars were always instructed 
by the rest of the class that they must get a Bible 
and bring it every Sunday. Boys and girls soon be- 
gan to realize that to be in good standing in their 
class they must bring a Bible. It has been stated 
that people living in the neighborhood can tell which 
school passing children are going to, by the Bible 
carried in the hand. 

And so, as stated at the beginning of this article, 
about 95 percent of the scholars now bring their 
Bibles, a result we should not have believed possible 
a year ago. We also find the attendance has been 
helped, for each Sunday the classes perfect in at- 


‘ tendance as well as in Bibles are announced, and a 


few Sundays ago we had nine classes perfect in both 
attendance and Bibles. 

One class of girls about the ages of 17 or 18 years, 
with an errolment of 19, have had, two Sundays in

succession, 19 present affd 19 Bibles, and the week 
. previous only. one girl and one Bible lacking to make 
a perfect record. Two weeks ago our Junior De- 
partment, consisting of about 50 boys and girls, from 
8 to 10 years of age, had as many Bibles in attend- 
ance as teachers and scholars. 

The boys and girls are becoming familiar with the 
Book of books, so that they will not look among 
Paul’s epistles for the book of Joshua, nor in the Old 
Testament for R.velation. Each Sunday a show of 
Bibles is asked for, and occasionally a portion read 
other than the lesson text. Some of the teachers also 
thake use of the Bibles during the lesson study, and 
our ambition is, by the help of the Holy Spirit, to 
get the Word of God not only into the hands and 
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heads of our boys and girls, but also into their hearts, 
that they may be won for the Lord Jesus Christ. 

The writer believes that getting the Bible into the 
school is the best thing we have ever done, and he 
desires to pass the good thing along, believing that 
any school, large or small, city or country, can ob- 
tain the same results by adopting the following three 
lines of action:  - 

1. Cast out of the school every substitute for the 
Bible in the way of lesson helps or Quarterlies. 

2. Use the Bible from the platform, and urge the 
teachers to use it in their classes. 

3. Announce from the platform, at the close of 
every session, the classes having a perfect attendance 
of Bibles —F. H. W.

The work will be most systematically conducted, with 
monthly reports required of the Big Brothers, and 
with such assistance as may be needed in individual 
cases from the Boys’ Club Employment Bureau, the 
Y. M. C. A., and educational night classes under the 
direction of the public schools. 

The men volunteering to act as big brothers are 
given leaflets full of suggestions showing them how 
to establish this friendly relationship and go about 
their good work. 

The “big brother” is urged not to give financial aid 
except in extreme cases, but to help the little fellow

E ENTERED the class-room with a wide smile

teacher introduced each to the newcomer, he 
returned the handshakes with the genuine earnest- 
ness characteristic of the young man of the world 
} a a + fe if possible, to make each man he meets his 
riend. 

When the class president called the session to order 
and invited one of the fellows to offer prayer, after 
the teacher had read the Scripture lesson, the lad 
was looking about him with an uneasy manner, as a 
fawn might in the civilized retreats of the modern 
city. When the president inquired if there were any 
of the members to be reported as sick or in trouble, 
the young fellow was considerably surprised at first, 
but finally he raised his right hand high into the air. 

“What is it, brother; would you like to have the 
floor ?” ‘ 

“Can't say that I do want the floor, president,” 
was the quick answer. The whole class broke into a 
joyful laugh, for humor of that degree had not 
marked our sessions for many a day, under the stern 
direction of our aged teacher. The president took 
part in the outbreak, much to the distress of the 
teacher. 

Then he tried again, “I mean, would you like to 
say something?” 

The stranger rose to his towering six feet, looking 
more like a circus athlete than a visitor to a Bible 
class, and his very gestures caused the members to 
hold back a smile, while a few smiled outright. 

“I was going to say, Mr. President, that I knew 
a fellow over in the City Hospital who is very sick 
with the fever. I wondered if the class would be 
interested in him.” . 

He slowly sat down. He seemed to be placing the 
class on trial, waiting to ask if the fellow was a 
member of the church or of the class, or in any 
manner religiously inclined. 

“Surely we are interested in him. What is his 
name?” The name was given. . 

“Mr. Brown, as chairman of the relief committee, 
it is your duty to call upon this young man just re- 
ported, and it would be well to invite some other of 
the members of the committee to accompany you to 

‘the ward. Take along some flowers, pray with the 
fellow, and leave some good magazines for his read- 
ing. If you will stop at my house as you go along 
I’ll give you a few religious papers for him.” 

The young man was astonished at the quick orders 
of the efficient president. He had felt that a Bible 
class was an organization bound all up in itself like 
a ball of twine. And he was also somewhat sur- 
prised at the enthusiastic manner in which the relief 
committee chairman took his orders. 

The visitor was deeply interested in the lesson 
points the teacher presented, and with the manner 
with which many of the young men met these 
thoughts with their questions. The lesson was on 
Christ in the Temple, and the casting out of the 
money-changers. After the other young men had 
expressed their thoughts, and the teacher failed to 
ask him his opinion, his hand shot into the air. the 
second time. 

“What is your thought of this lesson, brother?” 
asked the teacher. 

“I was going to say that my brother once went into 
a church where they were holding a bazaar. The men 
and women were going crazy over lottery tickets. 
The church desired to build a new Sunday-school. 
And they did make enough cash out of that affair 
to build the building. But my brother came home 
and told me never to go into that place as long as I 
lived. He said if I wanted to gamble to go to a 
gambling house. He didn’t think the house of God 
was meant for such as this. I haven’t entered a 


church from that time till to-day. That was years 
I saw the little poster of your class over 


ago, too. 


in the hotel, where I am staying until I can find a 
good home to live in, so I thought I would come 
over here and see what sort of a Bible class you men 
really ran. I find that it is right up to the mark. I 
am going to come again. I shall never think again 
that churches are all to the bad, just because one was. 
You fellows have the right spirit. You have treated 
me like a king. You can depend upon me from 
now on.” 

He sat down amid a quietness that was intense. 
After the class session had come to a close, all of the 

oung men came and warmly greeted the new mem- 
er, for he had signed the little card that showed 
his purpose to become one of our band; they wished 
him success during the week and said they would 
look for him the next Sunday. Two of the fellows 
made an engagement with him that afternoon, and 
the three went to the devotional service in the Young 
Men’s Christian Association building at three o’clock. 
He found the service there of great benefit. That 
evening, after dinner at the home of one of the boys, 
he went to the Epworth League and evening service. 
This was more religion than he had had in all his life, 
he said. 

This lad we called “our Problem.” But he was 
led in the right direction by a few of the boys. The 
seventytyear-old' teacher saw that he was unfitted 
for the task of leading the class, resigned, and a 
young business man was elected in his stead. The 
energy and leadership of this new member was the 
power behind the throne with the class, for the ideas 
he worked to a successful termination were so bright 
and keen that the whole population of the city felt 
the quiver of that class. 

f you enter the principal avenue of that city 
to-day, a large sign-board will attract your attention. 
It represents the “Problem’s” business establishment. 
He is a well-known merchant, and is a leader in 
the Bible class work of the community, while the 
whole country feels his influence. Great conventions 
are asking for a portion of his time, that he may 
tell them of the practical plans which will make the 
Bible class “co.” He believes that men who are able 
successfully to manage great mercantile establish- 
ments are also able to give their time and talents to 
Christ’s work. This. business man is still the ener- 
gizer of the same little Bible class in which he was 
once the “Problem.” Its teacher he is now, and a 
good one too.—Earle William Gage, Ashville, N. Y.

“Big Brothering”’ the Boys 


HE “Big Brother” movement has been long 

known and firmly established in many of our 

cities, but the idea of connecting it with the 
men’s organized Sunday-school class originated about 
three years ago. 

Mr. Ralph Barrow, clerk of the Juvenile Court of 
Birmingham, Alabama, suggested~ it to the men’s 
mass meeting held in connection with the annual 
Bible Training School, and it was at once taken up 
as not merely practicable but as a splendid line of 
class activity. 

As rapidly as possible the leaders began to visit 
every such elass in the city, explaining the Big 
Brother work, asking for volunteers, and leaving 
cards to be filled out by those who wished to under- 
take the new responsibility. There was a card for the 
volunteer “big brother” to sign, and another to record 
the facts about the “little brother,” as shown by the 
reproductions on this page. 

In their Sunday sessions the men will compare ex- 
periences, exchange advice, and encourage each other ; 
and naturally the contact with boy-life will make every 
man feel that he must be a fine example of all he 
professes to be as a Christian. As far as possible 
each will be given a Little Brother in his own neigh- 
borhood. 

Two hundred of the worst, most needy boys will 
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to independence by securing him a job if that is nec- 
essary, or firing his ambition for higher position or 
more education. He is counseled to look first after 
the boy’s physical condition, having a physician ex- 
amine him for adenoids, malnutrition, defective eye- 
sight, and the like, which may be an explanation of 
some of his troubles. 

The man may open the doors of the Y. M. C. A., 
with its longed-for privileges of gymnasium, baths, 
reading and game rooms, as well as classes for train- 
ing along special lines; and it is one of his chief 
duties to bring the boy into some Sunday-school, 
preferably his own. To put him in the way of good 
companionship, tactful instruction, and cheer, and to 
discover and foster any latent talents he may possess, 
will naturally be the joy of the big brother. And, 
while remembering his own boyhood, its wild fancies 
and hatred of restraints, he can help the younger one 
to cut out his bad habits and companions by substi- 
tuting better ones in their place. In the words of 
one of the grown-up “boys,” “No lecturing goes.”

Getting Started in Class 


HRISTIAN people seem to have the Water of 
Life in two different ways; and the difference 
has been said to be something like this. In cer- 
tain parts of India and Egypt you will see, in a dry, 
parched plain, where a well has been sunk, a great 
wheel erected above the well; around the wheel and 
lowered into the well is an endless rope or chain, 
with small buckets attached at intervals. A donkey 
or a camel moves slowly around and around; the 
wheel turns, with much creaking and grinding; the 
little buckets go down into the well and come up 
filled; they are tilted at the surface of the ground, 
and the water is dumped out into irrigating trenches. 
And so a little water is brought to a thirsty land. 
But in other places you will see, in the midst of a 
plain, a stream flowing all the time; that ever-flowing 
stream is connected underground with unfailing 
springs; and it means hife and health and growth all 
along its banks, in unbroken, unceasing continuance. 
Some Christians have a little of the water of life, 
intermittently, getting it in little bucketfuls, with a 
good deal of creaking and grinding as the process 
goes-on. Others have it in unfailing, unceasing 
abundance, without interruption, a blessing to them- 
selves and to others all the time. In which way do 
you have the Water of Life? 


Our Background Material 


To “master” the Gospel of John, that is, to be able 
to think it through without opening our Bibles, we 
are reading the entire Gospel through at least once 
each week during the six months of this study. And 
we are keeping constantly before us the broad divis- 
ions and plan of the book as a whole. 

Of the “seven keys” to the Gospel, the sixth is the 
word “Life,” the inward and spiritual reality; it 
occurs thirty-six times in John, as compared with 
Matthew’s seven times, Mark’s four, and Luke’s six. 
“That believing ye may have life” is the purpose of 
the Gospel,—see John 20: 31. 

The first of the seven great sections of the Gospel 
is The Prologue (1: 1-18). The second of these sec- 
tions is The Revelation of the Messiah (1:19 to 
6:71); this section gives the beginnings of faith and 
of unbelief. (a) Faith begins in the disciples (1: 19 
to 2:12). (b) Jesus’ first public manifestation (2: 13 
to 4:54). (c) The crisis of Jesus’ manifestation 
(5:1 to 6:71). 

This valuable “background” material is given fully 
in a pamphlet “How to Study the Gospel of John,” 
by Dr. Griffith Thomas; to be had from The Sunday 
School Times Company for three cents, two copies 
for five cents. Each member should have one. 


The Lesson Itself 

The references, except as otherwise noted, are to les- 

son-articles in this issue. Bold-face figures at the end 

of certain paragraphs in those articles will help in 
quickly locating the references. 

God makes appointments, and keeps them, “Mr. 
Spurgeon used to say that the Lord Christ had an 
appointment from eternity at Jacob’s well at that 
time with a sinful woman; she did not know of it, 
but he ‘must needs pass through Samaria’ that day, 
to meet that woman; and so we have that wonderful 
discourse about the Water of Life.” 

See what the class knows about the Samaritans 
and who and what they were; what blood was in 
their veins; why there was antagonism between Jews 
and Samaritans. Light on these points is given by 
Dr. Griffith Thomas (I, 1; II, 3; II, 6). The intense 
antagonism between rival religions in the East, especi- 
ally in the matter of drinking water, is brought out 
by Dr. Mackie (1). 

At Nablus, the site of ancient Shechem, there is 
still a little colony of the Samaritans, less than two 
hundred, preserved of God in a- marvelous way 
through the centuries. The former Editor of The 
Sunday School Times, H. Clay Trumbull, witnessed 
their observance of the passover on the sacred Mount 
Gerizim. One of the results of the World’s Sunday 
School Convention held in Jerusalem in 1904 was the 
formation, through Mr. E. K. Warren, of a “Samari- 
tan Committee” of Christian people in North America 
to care for and safeguard these people. 

An unsuccessful attempt was made a few years ago 
to obtain help for this needy people from the Jews of 
Palestine. The matter came before the chief rabbi

of London; but the request was refused, ceremonial 
law still decreeing that the “Jews have no dealings 
with the Samaritans.” 

In 1913 a school for the Samaritan boys was es- 
tablished by the Samaritan Committee, followed the 
next year by a school for the girls; these furnish 
instruction in Hebrew, Arabic, Samaritan, arithmetic, 
and other branches of study. The Hon. John D. 
Whiting, United States Vice-Consul at Jerusalem, 
the Palestine representative of this Samaritan Com- 
mittee, writes: “Our examining of all the children 
in all their lessons was a revelation. Tiny fellows 
are doing fractions; girls in their teens who did not 
know their A, B, C’s, now, after fifteen months of 
study, read Hebrew and Arabic fluently.” 

Shall we not pray that these people may speedily 
be given the Gospel? Think what it might mean for 
Palestine! (See the editorial note on the first page 
of this issue.) 

What historical associations had this piece of 
ground where Jesus and the Samaritan women met? 
Let the class read aloud, from slips of. paper dis- 
tributed to them, Scripture references given by Dr. 
Griffith Thomas (II, 2). What is known about 
Mount Gerizim is given by Dr. Thomas (II, 5). 

Now let the class discover, from the text itself, 
the principles or methods of “personal work,” as 
they appear in this conversation of our Lord with. 
the woman, and as they may be used by us to-day in 
winning others to Christ. Four steps in Christ’s con- 
quest of this woman are given in Section III of Dr. 
Griffith Thomas’ article. Four good points for per- 
sonal work of a tactful, sensible sort are given by 
Miss Frederick, in the next to the last section (“How 
to Get Results”) of her lesson article. The impor- 
tance of meeting folks on their own ground in order 
to win them to Christ is brought out in the IIlustra- 
tion Round Table (3). 

A searching question for us, as we enter upon per- 
sonal work for Christ, is as to whether we ourselves 
are such inviting exhibits of the power of the Gospel 


that we make people thirsty for what we have. This 
is well illustrated in the Round Table (2). 
Any revived person can start a revival. To be 


“revived” is to have “life” again,—that is, to be 
born again. And because the Life which one receives 
at this second birth is the very life of God himself, 
God can use any such person to bring the same new 
life into many others, if that one is simply true to 
God as was this woman of Samaria. Are you pray- 
ing and working for a revival in your own church? 
Do you confidently expect it? 


The Truth That Is Golden 


Every human being without Christ, and without 
Christ_in his fulness, is unsatisfied—that is, thirst- 
ing. For nothing can or will satisfy a soul, made in 
the image of God, except God himself. Jesus makes 
the tremendous declaration, “Whosoever drinketh of

comes the indwelling Spirit of our life forever, the 
moment we believe on Christ as our Saviour. : 

But, says many a Christian, I have accepted Christ 
as my Saviour and I believe on him with my whole 
heart; yet I am not satisfied; I seem to have the 
Water of Life only interruptedly and in little bucket- 
fuls, like the creaking and grinding water-wheel of 
Egypt and India. Why is this? 

The answer is simple: either you have not sur- 
rendered the mastery of your life unconditionally to 
Christ, or, having done this, you really. are not un- 
reservedly believing that he is meeting all your needs, 
that his grace is sufficient for you this very moment 
and all the time. When we do that, then Christ’s 
words are fulfilled in miracle power and unspeakbly 
joyous, satisfying sufficiency beyond anything we ever 
dared hope for in this life. 

What the living Water is, is discussed by Dr. Grif- 
fith Thomas (II, 4). 

That earthly things can never satisfy, but only 
God’s eternal provision in Christ, is made plain by 
Mr. Ridgway (2). . 

A beautiful illustration of the sufficiency of Christ 
is the experience of the woman who for the first 
time saw “something that there is enough of,” given 
in the Round Table (1). 

And a fine statement of the difference between 
cistern water and well water, between trying to live 
right in your own strength and letting Christ live out 
his life in you, is given by Mr. Rogers (5-6). 
Teaching Points . 


If we must thirst, then God cannot satisfy. If 
God’s Word is true, then we need never thirst. 

Jesus’ physical weariness is a notable proof of 
Philippians 2:6, 7. Mr. Ridgway (1) makes it the 
text for a tremendous exposure of the popular but 
unscriptural fallacy of “worshiping nature.” 

The Creator-Christ was above racial or religious 
antagonism. A practical lesson on not committing 
the sin of the Jew-Samaritan antagonism to-day is 
given by Mr. Rogers (1-2). 

The best blessings we can ever have are, not what 
we achieve, but what God’s undeserved mercy and 
grace give us. If we “knew the gift of God” (v. 
10), we should think and talk less about what we do 
for him, and more about what he does for us. 

There is a beautiful lesson here, for boys and men, 
on being true to Jesus’ standard for the treatment of 
girls and women (Mr. Rogers, 3, 4).

The Lesson as a Whole 


By Rev. Professor W. H. Griffith Thomas, D.D. 





1. What Are the Facts? 


Connection.—This is part of Christ’s first public 
manifestation, beginning at Jerusalem (2: 13 to 4: 54). 
After Jerusalem (2:13 to 3:21), having been re- 
jected there, he went into the country, the district 
near Jordan (3: 22-24). Then came a dispute be- 
tween the disciples of John the Baptist and some 
Jews, and this provided the occasion for John’s last 
testimony to Christ (3:25-36). There was no 
rivalry, because John fully recognized his inferiority 
to the Messiah (3:30). Then Christ left Judza for 
Samaria. The Pharisees had heard of his success, 
and in going through Samaria to Galilee he would 
be free from this Pharisee spying. 


Persons.—All that is known of this Samaritan 
woman is found here. The Samaritans were a 
mixed people who came into northern Israel after 
the fall of that kingdom, 722 B. C. They were the 
outcome of intermarriage between heathen Assyrians 
(2 Kings 17: 24-41) and Israelites left in the land. 
Owing to this mixture of descent and their opposi- 
tion to the rebuilding of the temple (Ezra 4), 
they were bitterly hated and opposed by the Jews 
(John 4:9). Remnants of them still remain in 
Nablus near the ancient Shechem. Under the influ- 
ence of some Jewish priest, they adopted a kind of 
worship of the true God (2 Kings 17:25), but only 
accepted the Pentateuch. They have always ob- 
served the Passover and they expect a Messiah. (1) 

Place.—Samaria is in the central part of Pales- 
tine with Judea on the south and Gaiilee on the 
north. (See Smith, as below.) 

Time.—The fall or winter of A. D. 27.

H. What.Do These Verses.Mean? 

Verse 5.—Parcel of egy ™ mee Genesis 33:19; 

:25; 48:22; Joshua 24: 32. 

Vase a No allusion to this in the Old 
Testament. The well still exists. Thus. Just as he 
was, wearied, indicating his true humanity. Sixth 
hour. Twelve noon (1:39), an unusual time, as 
women drew water in the evening (Gen. 24:11). 

Verse 9.—No dealings. Although in the same land, 
there were no friendly relations; and Jews were for- 
bidden to eat bread or drink wine with Samaritans, 
who were despised on account of their mixed birth 
and worship. The offer of help by the Samaritans 
being declined by Jews led to bitter hatred and a rival 
temple on Mount Gerizim (v. 20; Ezra 4; Neh. 4). 
Dr. Trumbull tells of a Jewish lady at Nablus who, 
when told that he had visited the Samaritans that 
morning, shrank away and said, “Take a purifying 
bath.” (3) 

Verse 10—Gift of God. Christ is both Gift and 
Giver (3:16; Rom. 6:23; Rom. 8:32). Living 
water. A common expression for running water as 
distinct from water in a cistern, and used here as 
symbolical of spiritual blessings, the communi- 
cation of the Holy Spirit of God (Psa. 46:4; Ezek. 
36: 25). (4) a ; 

Verse 14.—Never thirst. God’s spiritual gifts sat- 
isfy all the desires and yearnings of human nature 
(8:51; 10:28; 13:8). 

Verses 17, 18—The woman evades by suppress- 
ing the truth, but Christ shows her that he knew 
her life,—an instance of his supernatural knowledge. 

Verse 20.—Mountain. Gerizim (Deut. 11:29; 
27:12). A rival teraple was there (Neh. 13: 28). (5) 

Verse 21.—Hour, meaning the hour introduced by 
Jesus in his Gospel, when all restrictions were done 
away. An expression often used by Christ (vs. 23, 
25. 28; 16: 2° 32). 

Verses 21-24.—Not that the Jews had been wrong 
.in limiting their worship to Jerusalem, but that the 
time had come when instead of the local would be- 
gin the universal worship. It would no longer be a 
case of place for, but spirit of, worship; not where, 
but how. 

Verse 25.—Messiah. The Samaritans had faith in 

_a coming Messiah, though, doubtless, nothing like so 
clear as the Jewish expectation. (6) 

Verse 27.—A woman. Women were despised by 
the rabbis, but Christ inspired reverence for woman- 
hood, and in this conversation “breaks down preju- 
dices of sex and nations” (Westcott). 

Ill. The Heart of the Lesson 


Here we see how the Lord approached and cap- 
tured this woman for himself by four steps. 
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1. Attracting the heart (vs. 4-9). By a simple re- 
quest for a drink of water, he broke down the bar- 
riers of prejudice and predisposed her for anything 
else he might have to say. 

2. Arresting the mind (vs. 10-15). Then he made 
her think by a reference to the “living water” and 
the “gift of God,” which, as she pondered, made her 
desire something of which he spoke (v. 15). 


3. Arousing the conscience (vs. 16-24). But there 
was something in her life that had to be put right 
before she could have this “living water,” and not- 
withstanding her attempt to evade the pressure, our 
Lord drove home the arrow of conviction to her 
conscience, until at length she seems to have ad- 
mitted the truth of his sayings, and yet in hopeless- 
ness thought that it would not be possible to know 
these things until some future day (v. 25). 

4. Assuring the soul (vs. 25-30). Then our Lord 
revealed himself to her as a personal and present 
Saviour, telling her that she need not wait for any 
“far-off Divine event,” inasmuch as he was there at 
that moment as her Saviour and Friend. Thus, there 
was a revelation of love for the heart, truth for the 
mind, sin for the conscience, and grace for the soul.

The Busy Men’s Corner

- “Mother Nature!”’—Jesus, therefore, being wearied 
with his journey (v. 6). What does Nature care for 
the Son of God more than the son of man or beast? 
Nature is always heartless and pitiless. Old River 
Brandywine ‘drowns the little curly head with no 
more compunction than he would drown a rat. Old 
Mr. Fire burns up everything the poor struggling 
farmer has and sticks his tongues out at him in laugh- 
ing mockery while he burns. You can see Nature 
strike down the beautiful girl with the white plague. 
You saw her freeze to death those splendid young 
Englishmen at the South Pole. Yes, Nature, cruel, 
bloodthirsty, remorseless, unfeeling. Yet I heard 
one of you college fellows say the other day that 
you “worshiped Nature.” Well, you certainly have 
something nice to go to when you need a friend and 
helper. Here in our lesson is the Maker of all 
Nature, his very self, a tired wayfarer upon the 
dusty road, and Nature had no more consideration 
for Him than she has for the sorriest old tramp that 
comes shuffling into Coatesville over the Lancaster 
Pike. Always remember that your Saviour had the 
same kind of a body as we have, and traveled the 
same way into this world we are traveling. He wants 
us to walk with him. He wants us to have him for 
God and not worship Nature nor any of her off- 
spring (Exod. 20:3; John19:5; Mark15: 39). (1) 


The Hidden Little Maiden.—There comzth a 
woman ... Jesus saith unto her, Give me to drink 
(v. 7). Which is worse, to make a man drunk or to 
kill him? If you had goods to sell would you refuse 
orders from breweries and distilleries and accept 
them from gun factories and powder mills? If you 
were giving a function would you “cut” the woman 
of Samaria who-has had five husbands and invite 
the man of Samaria who has five wives—so to 
speak? Just something to think about along the 
line of Christian ministry, that’s all. It is very hard 
to be consistent unless you have the real Christ 
heart (John 8:7; Matt. 5: 28). 


Just to Know.—If thou knewest ... who it is... 
he would have given thee living water (v..10). Ah, 
if folks only knew! Dr. Conwell’s great lecture opens 
with the story of the man who while standing upon 
a great diamond mine sold it to go far away to look 
for diamonds amid toil and hardship. The man did 
not know. The lecturer shows that every man. is 


the owner of “Acres of Diamonds.” It is as true of 
spiritua! things as it is of material things. All any 
man needs is to be found -right at his hand. God 
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wants to bless every son of his. Our prayer should 
ever be, “Give us the open eye to see.” The pulpit 
was right alongside the baseball diamond and _ in- 
finitely greater crowds have flocked to_hear Billy 
Sunday preach than ever came to see him run the 
bases. Only yesterday I heard Billy say in regard 
to his ball-park style of talk, “God knew just the 
kind of a vocabulary I had before he called me to 
preach. He must have liked my style or he wouldn't 
want my services.” God knows all about you and 
can use just what you are, and use it just where you 
are—if he can only get your eyes opened. Thousands 
of men and women are slipping down the other side 
of the hill toward the three score and ten, the most 
unhappy of bored, dissatisfied failures. Money, with 
its attachments, has been secured in considerable 
quantity, but life is like the long-drawn glass of soda 
water, fizzless, stale, flat, and “punk.” Jesus has the 
living lively water of loving service, bright, bubbling, 
sparkling, and foaming over to give—if you but 
ag! him as you meet him by the way (2 Kings 

:17). 

The Thirsty and Hungry Place.—Every one that 
drinketh of this water shall thirst again (v. 13). The 
world’s wells do not and cannot satisfy. The more 
cigars the average smoker smokes the more he wants 
to smoke. The more liquor a tippler drinks the more 
he wants to drink. The more money the miser gets 
the more he wants to get. It is said that no matter 
how big the farmer’s farm, he would like to own 
“that ten-acre field that would square out the cow 
pasture.” And so you find Mr. Farmer, if prosperous, 
adding acres to acres. Every normal soul has great 
thirsts. The greater and nobler the thirsts the 
greater and nobler the soul. Thirst for knowledge, 
love, friendship, and usefulness. The soul grows by 
virtue of its thirsts just as the baby does. Thirst of 
body and thirst of soul are each only satisfied by one 
thing—eternal life for the body, righteousness for 
the soul. The young fellow in the small place and 
with moderate salary and his little family says, “If I 
just had a snug little home of my own like that and 
paid for I would be fixed.” He trusts God and “saws 
wood” and gets the home. Is he satisfied? Not if he 
is half a man. He now wants the house next door, 
“to control the tenant and bring in a little income.” 
He soon gets it by continuing to trust God and “saw 
wood.” And thus in due time he comes to be a sub- 
stantial citizen. God has wisely made the world a 
hungry place in order to lead us on and up to that 
dining place where we shall sit, and thirst never more 
(Rev. 225 1739: 16, 17).. (2)

And so, cast off on every side, she may 
have felt driven to care for herself and 
accept any condition that provided shel- 
ter and support. 

Sir, I perceive that thou art a 
prophet (v. 19). As the unveiling of 
hidden things in the past was uncom- 
fortable, she deftly brought the conver- 
sation back to the old general conten- 
tion between Jew and Samaritan. . Such 
alertness in argument plays an impor- 
tant part in Oriental divorces, and as in 
the case of the Syrophcenician mother, 
often gives a clever and unexpected an- 
swer. In the writer’s family there was 
at one time a black Soudanese woman 
serving as cook, a faithful servant, but 
occasionally giving way to fits of vio- 
lent temper. One morning at family 
prayer the Scripture reading referred to 
change of heart, and Miriam was asked 
if she thought it possible to have one’s 
disposition changed. She replied that 
the Bible seemed to say it was, but it 
was very difficult ; that she knew she had 
a bad temper, but it was how God had 
made her, and it would be impudent for 
her to presume to change it.

After the Lesson.—They were a tired 
crowd, those campers on their way up 
the mountain.

Re- 
peat together several Bible verses: 
He causeth to come down for you the 
rain; He sendeth forth springs into the 
valleys; They give drink to every beast 
of the field; By them the birds of the 
heavens have their habitations; They 
sing among the branches; He giveth 
snow like wool. 


Transition to Lesson Setting —When 
Jesus was a boy in Nazareth, he went 
with his mother, Mary, to fill their 
water jars at the vijlage fountain. That 
was nearly two thousand years ago, and 
that fountain is sitll there. 

In another part of the country was 
another well, much older, where Jacob 
lived and watered his flocks, tong before 
Jesus was born. To-day’s story tells 
about Jesus at Jacob’s well. 


Lesson Story.—Jesus had talked with 
Nicodemus one night about God’s 
greatest gift to the world. (Repeat 
John 3:16 and review briefly.) 

Soon afterwards, Jesus planned with 
his disciples to return to their homes ‘in 
Galilee, for the Passover feast was 
over, which they had gone to attend in 
Jerusalem. The shortest journey was 
through Samaria. Very few Jews trav- 
eled that way, because they did not like 
the Samaritans. 

On their way as they walked they 
came to Jacob’s old well in Samaria. It 
was a good place to rest and eat, but 
they had no food, so the disciples went 
to the village to buy food, while Jesus | 
rested near. the well until they should 
come back. He was very tired. 

Perhaps he thought about the time 
long before when Jacob lived there with 
his big family of boys, also many cattle | 
and sheep. Jesus knew that Jacob’s | 
son, Joseph, was buried not far away. 
Jesus knew that Jews were not friendly | 
with Samaritans. He knew that he| 
came into this world to be a friend to 
all, even Samaritans. 

While Jesus sat there he saw a 
woman coming alone with a water jar 
to get water for her home. As she drew 





near Jesus said, Give me a drink. She 
saw that he was a Jew, and was sur- 
prised that he spoke to her, a Samaritan 
woman. She said, Why do you, a Jew, 
ask me for a drink? 

Jesus said, If you knew about God’s 
Gift and who is talking to you, you 
would have asked him, and he would 
have given you living water. She saw 
that Jesus had no cup nor jar, and noth- 
ing in which to draw water. The well 
was deep, so she said, Where do you 
get the living water ? Are you greater 
ae ow father Jacob, who gave us this 
welll 

So they talked on (vs. 12-15). Jesus 
explained about the Water of Life 
springing up into eternal life. Jesus 
knew that the woman was a sinner, and 
that he, Christ Jesus, came into the 
world to save sinners. Jesus was just 
as anxious to help her to receive God’s 
gift as he was to help Nicodemus. The 
woman was greatly surprised when 
Jesus told her that he was Christ the 
Saviour. 

They talked until the disciples came 
back with food (vs. 16-26). They were 
greatly surprised to find Jesus talking 
to a Samaritan woman. She was so in- 
terested that she went home to call her 
friends to meet Jesus the Christ. 

While she was gon the disciples 
asked Jesus to eat the food which they 
had brought. Jesus said he would 
rather teach and help a sinner than to eat. 

The woman came back with many 
friends to meet Jesus. They were so 
pleased to see and hear him that they 
invited him to visit their city. Jesus 
and his disciples stayed there two days 
and many sinners were saved. 

What the angel had told Mary was 
true. Thou shalt call his name Jesus, for 
he shall save his people from their sins.

My Class of Girls

HIS lesson must be handled most ju- 

diciously. To steer between arous- 
ing unwholesome curiosity and inciting 
maudlin sentimentality is the tactful 
task of the teacher who here has to 
guide her girls along the sure channel 
of clear, broad-minded common sense 
and true, gentle Christian charity. 


From the World’s Point of View.— 
There are two kinds of bad girls. I 
wonder if you girls can tell me what 
they are. Bad, and very bad? Yes. 
Those bad through ignorance and pov- 
erty, and those bad through idleness 
and wealth? Yes. Those open and 
bold and indifferent about their wicked- 
ness, and those sneaky and tricky and 
careful about it? Yes. It seems as 


if we might make contrasting groups | 


of bad girls indefinitely, doesn’t it? 


From Heaven’s Point of View.—Well, 
let us stop hunting for bad girls a mo- 
ment and take a look at sin from the 
best vantage point, God’s. We find that 
any thought or act not in accordance 
with His will is. sin. My! doesn’t that 
make us uncomfortable? We have been 
discussing Mary’s awful lying, and 
Susan’s taking of handkerchiefs and 
money, and Edith’s drinking in caba- 
rets,—and never once thought about our 
own sin of “discussion” which was 
nothing more than peddling gossip. 
Maybe these girls are doing no worse, 
considering their heredity and environ- 
ment, than we are, considering that we 
claim that God is our Father and that 
Jesus is our Elder Brother! 

If a girl you claim as a friend does 
you a mean turn or falls short of your 
expectation, it hurts you much worse 
than if she had been a mere acquaint- 
ance, doesn’t it? So it does seem that 
when a girl who claims to be a Chris- 
tian fails to conform to God’s will she 
is probably causing -her Father more 








grief than the girl who has never called 
upon His name. 

Now, we see, there are two classes 
of bad girls; those who violate God’s 
will without ever having accepted 
Christ, and those who violate God’s will 
while at the same time claiming to be 
His. if you will think a minute you 
will recall that Jesus was always most 





patient with the “sinners.” He came 
into the world to save sinners; but he 
was most unsparing with the hypo- 
critical Pharisees. 

It behooves us, therefore, before we 
attempt to cast the mote out of our 
sister’s eye to remove the beam from 
our own. Let us confess to our Master 
all our shortcomings and sins, and ask

him to cleanse out the bad in us and fill 
us with his own righteousness and make 
us useful witnesses for him.

3. After securing interest, Jesus did 
not lose the chance. We can speak 
effectively about lying or stealing or im- 
purity when once we have a girl’s con- 
fidence. 

4. Jesus did not waste time in flat- 
tering companionship, but pointed this 
Samaritan to the Living Water. We 
can not afford to appear to palliate a 
girl’s offenses by “running with her,” 
but we can make the most of each op- 
portune meeting by telling her of our 
freedom in Jesus.

oo first twenty chapters of the book 
of Exodus were from earliest child- 
hood, like the book of Genesis, of in- 
tense interest to me, made so, undoubt- 
edly, by the Bible stories told me by my 
mother before I could read them for 
myself. 

But with the exception of a few por- 
tions of chapters, the last half of the 
book of Exodus was to me but unin- 
teresting details of laws for govern- 
ment, and for the construction of the 
tabernacle. 

However, when I began the study of 
the Bible under the guidance of the 
Correspondence Course, I found so much 
more in Genesis and the first half of 
Exodus than I had previously found, 
that I was led to expect to find some- 
thing in the last chapters of Exodus as 
well. I was not disappointed. 

By the aid of the Holy Spirit I was 
enabled to see something of the revela- 
tion of God’s own character in the 
smallest details of the laws given: His 
sense of justice, his thoughtfulness for 
man, and the divine sense of the im- 
portance of the revelation of the taber- 
nacle. I saw. that even the law is to 
bring us to Christ by revealing our own 
fouislenay and our need of a Divine 
Saviour. 

In the study of the giving of the in- 
structions for the building of the taber- 
nacle, which was to be the dwelling- 
place of God upon the earth, made from 
a pattern of things in the heavens, every 
word became important, and every de- 
tail interesting. 

As I carried forward this study into 
Hebrews, realizing as never before that 
this tabernacle was a type of Christ, and 
back into Exodus, I found in the fact 
of God’s visible glory abiding in the 
tabernacle, and his meeting the people 
and communing with them in the per- 
son of the high priest, a still more pre- 
cious type of the Person and work of 
our Lord Jesus Christ in whom God 
dwelt among us. 

I learned that every article in the 
tabernacle points in some special way to 
Him. As I learned that the piate of pure

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( Continued from preceding page) 
things of the Bible, and how rightly to 
“divide the word of truth.” 

About thirty children, from six to 
fourteen years old, attended this class 
every Monday night, continuing the 
course through the greater part of the 
year. It was taught by the minister’s 
wife. At the end of the course an ex- 
amination was held, and a handsome 
copy of the Scofield Reference Bible 
was offered as a prize for the best 
paper. Twenty-six children took the 
examination. 

The minister’s heart began to ache 
for the twenty-five children who would 
necessarily be disappointed because fail- 
ing to get the prize. A consecrated 
Christian man of means was told of the 
remarkable class, and gladly he gave 
his check for an amount sufficient to 
purchase a copy of the Scofield Bible 
(an India paper edition then costing $7) 
for each of the twenty-six children. But 
this was kept a secret. 

A Sunday morning service of the con- 
gregation, at the eleven o’clock hour, 
was made the occasion of a special re- 
port of the class and the awarding of 





“the” prize. The Sunday-school and 


the families of the church were present, 
and the whole service was a “Bible 
Study” service, with a special address 
from a Christian layman on the Bible. 
And when, at the close of the service, 
it came time to award “the” prize, a 
curtain at the back of the pulpit plat- 
form was drawn to one side, and there, 
artistically arranged under the bright 
shining of electric lights, was a small 
“monument” of- twenty-six morocco- 
bound Scofield Reference Bibles! The 
presentation time was memorable for 
all who saw and heard it. Those chil- 
dren were fairly overwhelmed; their 
shining faces will not soon be forgotten, 
on. earth or in heaven. The Bibles be- 
came their prized possessions, to be 
treasured for a lifetime. 

Perhaps a later issue of The Sunday 
School Times may give a fuller story 
of this notable experiment, for it is 
teeming with extraordinary facts that 
cught to be widely known. The class 
now numbers one hundred and _ five 
children; and the practical results in the 
children’s own lives and Christian ser- 
vice are already such as only God could 
have brought to pass.

The Origin of the Bible (By E. W. 
Hicks, D.D.).—A decidedly fresh pres- 
entation is this sketch of the historical

This is 
an admirable book, fresh, forcible, fear- 
less of criticism, while facing it, and 
fragrant with spiritual experience. Foot- 
notes with Greek quotations will help 
those who know the original, and the 
text is full of felicitous suggestions for 
study and meditation. It is a little book 
that all Sunday-school teachers who are 
using the International Lessons in John 
should be acquainted with. (Revell,

Bible Studies in Vital Questions (By 
H. T. Sell, D.D.).—When a man’s books 
have reached a circulation of two hun- 
dred thousand copies, as is the case with 
Dr. Sell’s other books on Bible Study, it 


: is clear that he has something to say 


which finds acceptance. Vital ques- 
tions about the Bible, about God, about 
Man, and about the Church are dis- 
cussed in this latest volume. On all 





these Dr. Sell writes clearly and well; 
and in such a way as to be of guidance 
and help to leaders of classes, members 
of young people’s societies, and private 
students. The questions about the 
Bible include those of its nature, his- 
tory, and inspiration. The problems 
about God deal with Christ, the Holy 
Spirit, the Kingdom, and the final au- 
thority in religion. The questions about 
man and the church cover such topics as 
man’s creation, sin, redemption, and im- 
mortality, and the nature and work of 
the church. On inspiration it would be 
possible to make the teaching clearer, 
stronger, and therefore truer, but the 
book as a whole is forcibly written and 
is certain to be of great assistance to 
right thinking and action.

The Gospel of John (By Charles R. 
Erdman).—The International Sunday-

A Pocket Lexicon t» the Greek New 
Testament (By Alexander Souter, 
M.A.).—The chief aim of the author 
has been to produce a small dictionary 
that would incorporate the results of 
the work of textual interpretation made 
possible by the manuscript discoveries 
of the past quarter of a century. Dr. 
Souter has done notable work in the 
field of New Testament textual criti- 
cism, and the new little volume will be 
welcomed alike by scholars and by those 


for the words in a dictionary. Brevity 
is a characteristic, and in most cases 
simply the one form of the word is 
given with the meaning. Frequently, 
however, references to verses in the 
New Testament are given, and-in some 
cases various meanings of the word are 
discussed rather fully. Particularly 
full and helpful are the comments on 
the particles and prepositions, which 
take up little space in a Greek sentence 
but are often so puzzling. In a few 
cases the interpretation of certain 
verses is vitally affected by the new 
meaning suggested, though not all will 
accept the suggested changes. (Oxford 
University Press, New York City, $1; 
India paper, $1.90.) 


The Emphasized Bible (By Joseph 
Bryant Rotherham).—It was in 1897 
that Rotherham issued the final edition 
of his notable translation, whose purpose 
was to help the reader who knows no 
Hebrew or Greek to unéerstand the va- 
rious shades of meaning and differences 
of emphasis of the original. A new edi- 
tion reprinted in the United States now 
makes the work available in one volume, 
and also in separate volumes for Old 
rand New Testament. The author has 
done careful and laborious work, and 
has succeeded well in the effort to bring 
out the significance of the original lan- 
guages, although it is needless to say 
that to do this to perfection is an im- 
possible task. Various signs and sym- 
bols are used which can be mastered 
without much difficulty, by which the 
author presents his ideas of the em- 
phasis in the original. For the Old

Atlas of the Historical Geography of 
the Holy Land (Designed and edited 
by George Adam Smith, D.D., LL.D., 
Litt.D., and prepared under the direc- 
tion of J. G. Bartholomew, LL.D., 
F.I.S.E., F.R.G.S.).—This is truly the 
last word of to-day in Bible atlases. 
Future discoveries may make some 
changes, but it is unlikely that they will 
be many or important. The name of 
the distinguished editor, so long known 
as the first of authorities in historical 
geography of Bible lands, raises the 
greatest expectations concerning this 
work. The expectations of thorough- 
ness and accuracy are not disappointed. 
The maps of Bible lands, and the general 
maps of Palestine present the latest re- 
sults of archeological and historical re- 
search. Particularly the maps of the 
Semitic World, the World and Its 
Races according to the Old Testament, 
and the Ancient Trade Routes of Pales- 
tine, together with the Geography of 
Palestine and the Vegetation of Pales- 
tine, are invaluable. The long list of 
maps of Palestine of particular periods 
in the history of Israel, and maps of the 
Christian Era complete this incompar- 


-accounts of our Lord and his life on the 
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able work. The historical notes accom- 
panying the sixty maps embody the sub- 
stance of the author’s life work in his- 
torical geography of Bible lands. 

The only blemish in the book is the 
intrusion in a few places of the critical 
divisions of. the Pentateuch according to 
the advanced school to which the au- 
thor belongs. These divisions should 
have nothing to do with maps. Literary 
divisions of the Bible, real or supposed, 
have nothing to do with the location of 
the places mentioned in the Bible. 
Occasionally references are made to the 
documents of the critics, called P. and 
J. and E., instead of to the books of the 
Bible. Such references are meaningless 
to any but experts, and they will usu- 
ally have to turn to their list of assign- 
ments of these various documents in or- 
der to know what the references mean 
and where to find the -passage in the 
Bible. 

As a geography of Bible lands the 
work will not be excelled for many 
years to come, and is unreservedly com- 
mended to Times readers. (Hodder and 
Stoughton, London; George H. Doran

The Girls’ Year Book.—The thoughts, 
prayers, and Bible readings for every 
day, “put together by a group of friends 
of girls,” form a suggestive and stimu- 
lating little book. There are many 
beautiful thoughts expressed in fresh 
and unusual phraseology, and written in 
a spirit of sincere devotion and desire 
to serve. It is interesting to see how 
fully “all sorts and conditions of men,” 
and all races as well, are included in 
those to whom each girl is urged to be 
“neighbor” whenever possible.

The more intimate our acquaintance 
with God the deeper will be our sense of 
our own sin.

Nearness to God 
reveals such transgression or want 
of conformity. When Isaiah saw the 
glory of the Lord in the temple he 
fell on his face in horror at his own 
uncleanness, laid bare by the light of 
God. When the radiance of Christ’s 
supernatural person shone in upon 
Simon he too fell before him ex- 
claiming, “Depart from me; for I am 
a sinful man, O Lord.” The pure in 
heart see God, but when they see Him 
they do not think that they are pure in 
heart. The purity which makes God 
visible discloses also impurity of which 
they had not known, And the new fel- 
lowship wakes a new prayer for for- 
giveness. 


And we need not only this background 
of general and unceasing confession 
of our own unworthiness. We need 
to see ourselves more frankly and pene- 
tratingly than any one else sees us, and 








to be able to lay ourselves bare to God 
as no one, not even the harshest and 
most unfriendly critic, could do, and 
tell him where we have failed and gone 
astray and what we know that is un- 
sightly in us.
